After he had been formally welcomed to 
the Union Station by Mayor Harrison 
and the members of the General Recep- 
tlon Committee, the Prince rode 
through streets packed with a dense 
multitude, whose cheers compelled the 
distinguished visitor to bow continually 
to right and left. 

No more flaitering welcome could 
have been extended any visitor, and 
it came not so much from the officiale 
of the city as from its citisens. Every 
building along the line of his route 
from the depot to the Auditorium Ho- 
tel-was gaily decked with bunting, the 
prevailing scheme being the American 
and German flags entertwined, with 
the Black, Eagle of Prussia over all. 
Many of the buildings had upon their 
fronts elaborate devices made up of 
hundreds of electric lights. There were 
“Welcomes” by the dozens. 

No hint of the decorations in electric 
light were given to the Prince until his 
carriage had rolled over Jackson boyle- 
vard bridge. Then the lights were 
turned on, and what had been but a 
second before a lane between dark 
towering buildings was an avenue of 
dazzling light. The torch bearers, who 
were German veteran soldiers, Ut their 
torches at almost the same Instant, and 
from the bridge to Michigan avenue, 
two-thirds of a mile away, there was

President Roosevelt was drained in 
hearty fashion.

“Long live the Em- 
peror of Germany,” he called, holding 
his glass high. Once more in volume 
as deep as before came the cheers, all 
the guests waving their napkins wildly. 
Shortly afterward the banquet came to 
a close, 

The Prince lingered for a short time 
in informal conversation with the mem- 
bers of the Entertainment Committee. 
and then retired to his room, to prepare 
for the next feature of the programme, 
which was the visit to the armory of 
the First Infantry, where the German 
citizens of Chicago had arranged a 
choral festival in his honor. 

The drive to the Armory was almost 
an even mile in length, straight up 
Michigan avenue, and for the entire 
distance the sidewalks were lined as 
closely as the people could be packed. 
A roar of cheers greeted the Prince as 
he left the hotel, and from there until 
he passed within the doors of the Arm- 
ory there was one continuous shout, 
which was eclipsed in volume only 
when he entered the handsomely-decor- 
ated Armory, where 6000 people, most 
of them born in the Fatherland or de- 
scendants of those who had been, were 
gathered to meet him. 

CHORAL FESTIVAL. 

A committee representing the various 
societies whose members had organized 
the festival escorted the Prince into 
the building. Many thousands of peo- 
ple had gathered in the streets leading 
to the Armory, and the crowd that 
closed in after the Prince and his party 
were so dense that ev with all the 
efforts of the police it was thought best 
to close the doors as soon as the Prince 
and hisssuite had entered, in order to 
avoid a dangerous crush. 

As the Prince appeared in the hall 
the great orchestra of more than 100 
pleces burst forth in the national an- 
them of Germany. ‘While this was be.

“RAISED BY THE DIPLOMATS. 

DIRECT WIRE TO THE tmrs 
WASHINGTON, March 3.-—[{Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.] Through Lord Paunce- 
tote, their dean, ambassadors of for- 
elan countries in Washington have 
again complained to the Secretary of 
State over the fact) that precedence 
has been given to the Supreme Court 
Justices over them in official] functions. 
The cause of the complaint was the 
fact that, at the McKinley memorial 
services in the Capitol, Friday last, the 
Chief Justice and associate justices of 
the highest Federal judicial tribunal 
were seated in front of the ambassa- 
dors. @ Lord Pauncefote personally 
made complaint to Secretary Hay Sat- 
urday, and it is understood effort will 
be made to establish the order of 
precedence for all time. 

While the question which is agitat- 
ing the Diplomatic Corps and Supreme 
Court may seem trivial to most peo- 
ple, it is realliy a matter of considera- 
ble importance, in that it involves the 
friendly relations of the United States 
with foreign countries. The ambassa- 
dors here have laſd down the rule, from 
which they will not recede one iota, 
that they are the other selves of 
sovereigns, and as such rank with, but 
after the President of the United 
States and precede on official orca- 
sions all other persons connected with 
the government of the United States. 


SCRAP OVER SCRAP IRON. 

SETTLES STATUS OF HAWAII. 
(BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.) 

NEW YORK, March 3.—The board of 
classification of the United States gen- 
eral appraisers today announced a de- 
cision regarding the status of Hawaii 
and the tariff laws. A manufacturing 
company imported a hundred tons of 
old scrap iron from Hawali, and the 
collector at San Francisco assessed the 
regular duty on it. The company filed 
a protest, claiming that Hawaii was a 
part of the United States. and that 
consequently no duties could be levied 
on goods imported from there since 
the passage of the “act to provide a 
government for the Territory of Ha- 
wail.”

VON BUELOW DENIES A STATE-

Chancellor Makes a Glowing Speech 
on the Friendship Existing Between 
the United States and Germany in Re- 
sponse to Socialistic Sneer.

In the course of the budget dis- 
cussion in the Reichstag today, the Im- 
perial Chancellor, Count Von Buelow, 
in reply to questions raised by the vote 
asked for to maintain the German 
troops in China, said Germany had only 
economic and not territorial interests in 
China and Korea, and would not in- 
terfere in the quarrels of others. So 
far as Germany knew, the only effect 
of the Anglo-Japanese convention was 
to maintain the status quo. There- 
fore, it did not prejudice German in- 
terests, and did not affect the Anglo- | 
German Yang Tse Valley agreement. 
Germany only desired the open door. 
The telegram from Peking, published 
in London, declaring that 
sought special concessions in China was 
a canard.

Continuing, Ward explained to the 
stockholders that essential require- 
ments were speed and a°*curacy, and 
he said that as yet no one ever pre- 
tended that the speed with which mes- 
sages may be transmitted with wire- 
less apparatus, even approaches the 
speed of the aerial or submarine wire.

PRINCE HENRY.

Prince as he stepped upon the brightly- 
decorated baicony was one to stir the 
heart of any man, no matter how ac- 
customed to multitudes and to cheers 
of crowds he might be. The great hall 
was filled to its utmost capacity, and 
from end to end, and from side to side, 
there was a sea of faces, against which 
the waving handkerchiefs, which flut- 
tered in the air by the thousands, re- 
sembled a white crest of foam. 

The Prince advanced to the front 
of his bot and bowed his acknowledg- 
ments of the cheers that came up to 
him from below in unceasing volume. 
At the far end of the hali, directly un- 
der the box occupied by Prince Henry 
was a huge platform, upon which were 
seated the members of the great 
chorus. Directly in front of the chorus 
was seated the orchestra. The female 
members of the chorus, all of them 
members of the Chicago Ladies Choral 
Society, were placed in the gallery 
above the male singers, and directly 
facing the Prince. Surrounding. the 
women were 900 ex-members of the 
German army, all of whom are now 
American citizens. 

As soon as he thought the time had 
arrived in which the voices of his 
chorus could he heard above the great 
cheers, Conductor Ehrhorn waved his 
baton, and with one voice the chorus 
started in upon “The True German 
Heart.” 

At the conclusion of the song, Chair- 
man T. J. Lefens read an address of 
welcome to Prince Henry. 

At the conclusion of the address there 
was a renewal of cheers, and then a 
pause to await the reply of Prince 
Henry. 

He spoke as follows: I thank you 
cordially for the kind words which you 
have just spoken, but the most beauti- 
ful are those af our grand fatherland 
and our people, which have just been 
delivered. You should be the best of 
citizens here, but you 
forget you are all Germans, or of Ger- 


loyal American citizens, the same as 
you were in the old country. 

“You have left your fatherland, but 
if you still have some love for the 
fatherland, then I ask you to give three 
cheers for the one who has sent me 
here as the representative of Prus- 
sia, to bring their greetings, the Ger- 
man Emperor and King of Prussia.” 

Three cheers were then given for 
the Emperor of Germany, in which the 
Prince joined heartily. 

The chorus, accompanied by the or- 
chestra, then rendered The Prayer Be- 
fore the Battle“ in a manner that won 
the approval of the visitors, for they 
applauded with enthusiasm, the Prince 
leading in the manifestations of pleas- 
ure. An original poem was then read 
by E. F. L. Gausse: 
OUTBURST OF PATRIOTISM. 

The orchestra struck up again with 
the stirring strains of “The Battle 
Hymn of the Republic,“ sung by the 
members of the Ladies’ Choral Society. 
The song was beautifully rendered for a 
chorus comprising so many members, 
and the great audience was wrought up 
to a high pitch of enthusiasm. This 
was increased an instant later, when, 
with scarcely an instant’s pause, the 
music swung inte “The Star-Spa 
Banner.“ Instaatly every man nd 
woman was standing, the Prince and 
the members of his suite rising also. 

The first notes of the song were ut- 
terly lost in the wild cry of delight that 
rang out as the old war song was 
heard. This died away in an instant, 
and then with A force that seemed to 
shake the very roof itself, the entire 
audience followed the orchestra with 
the words of the song. 

The greatest precautions had been 
taken in all the arrangements at the 
Armory. Persons who came late to the 
bullding. even though they were ticket 
holders,. were not admitted, and the 
door was not opened after the Prince 
had entered until he announced that 
It was time for him to leave for the 
hall at the Auditorium. It was after 10 
o'clock when the Prince and the mem- 
bers of his suite rose from their seats 
and were escorted to their carriages. 
Notwithstanding the lateness of the 
hour a crowd numbering at least 50,000 
people was still standing on the out- 
side, and the reappearance of the 
Prince was greeted With the same 
cheers that had marked his arrival at 
the hall. All along the route back to 
the Auditorium the streets were still 
lined with cheering thousands. 

SCENE OF SPLENDOR. 

The chief event. of the’ stay of the 
Prince in Chicago was the grand ball 
held tonight in the Auditorium. It was 
perhaps the most magnificent social 
event ever witnessed in this city, sur- 
passing even the great ball given in 
honor of Admiral Dewey, two years 
ago. 

The decorations of the huge hall 
went beyond anything seen in the Au- 
ditorium before. In the general 
echeme, the German and American 
colors were freely mingled, and formed 
the basis of the principal designs. The 
black eagle of Prussia and the Stars 
and Stripes were tn evidence upon all 
sides. Nautical effects prevailed to a 
extent. 

At the west end of the ballroom was 
placed the canopied box which was oc- 
ecupied by the Prince when he was 
not upon the floor of the ballroom. 

The hour set in the programme for 
the arrival of Prince Henry and his 
sulte upon the floor of the ballroom 
was 10:30 o'clock, but it was fifteen 
minutes after that time before he was 
ready. 

Awaiting. the Prince and his sulte 
were the members of the Ball Com- 
mittee, headed by Chairman Honore 
Palmer. Mayor Harrison presented 
them to Palmer. Following the in- 
troduct ions. a line was formed, at the 
head of. which Prince Henry and Mayor 
Harrison took their places. When 
all was ready. the prince gave the sig- 
nal, the doors were thrown open, and 
the formal entrance intg the ballroom 
was made. For nearly an hour 2000 
men and women had been in waiting 
for the entry of Prince Henry. Before 
his arrival, nobody uus allowed on the 
floor of the ballroom with the exception 
of the+nembers of the Ball Committee. 
who entered at 10:30. and standing be- 
hind long streamers of bright-colore¢ 
sibbon, awaited the arrival of the 
Prince. At the head of the committee 
was Mrs. Carter Harrison, the wife of 
the Mayor, and assisting her were 
Mrs. Richard Yates. wife of the Gov- 
ernor and sixty-five ladiés who are rec- 
ognized leaders in Chicago 

BUGLE GIVES THE SIGNAL. 

The members of the committee had 
been in their_places about fifteen min- 
utes when the notes of a bugle call 
were heard from the entrance to the 
ballroom, a second later a glitter of 
gold tace and the flash of decorations. 
and then in a long line the Prince, and 
the members of his suite, with their 
escort, came slowly forward toward 
the waiting line of brilliantly-dressed 
women. 

The entrance of the Prince to the 
hall was marked with the strictest 
formality, and the presentation to Mre. 
Harrison. his official hostess, was made 
in a Manner as quiet as it was digni-

There was a constant throng about 
the box, and if Prince Henry exchanged 
more than a few words with all who 
came to greet him, it kept him talking 
almost without interruption. 

Until nearly midnight the Prince re- 
mained in his box exchanging pleasant 
words with all who came to meet him, 
and producing a most pleasant impres- 
sion by his pleasing and democratic 
manners. He was then informed by 
Chairman Palmer of the Ball Com- 
mittee that supper was ready for him 
whenever he wished to go to it. The 
Prince replied that he would be pleased 
to do whatever the members of the 
committee suggested, and said that his 
pleasure waited entirely upon theirs. 
At a signal from Palmer, the members 
of the Ball and Floor committees then 
began to clear the aisles leading to the 
supper-room, several members of the 
Naval Reserve, who had been stationed 
about the hall, assisting in the work.

MAN IN SOLDIER SUIT. 
STARTS A SCARE AT HOTEL.

CHICAGO, March 3.—As Prince Henry 
and his party were entering the Audi- 
torium Hotel, just after their arrival 
tonight, considerable excitement was 
caused by the actions of a man in sol- 
dier’s uniform, who roughly pushed his 
way through the crowd in an effort to 
reach the Prince. When he refused 
to answer the questions of Secret Serv- 
tee men, who demanded to know what 
he wanted, he was taken into custody

Howe, a discharged United States sol- 
dier, who has served in the Philippines 
and China. At police headquarters he 
explained by writing that wounds. re- 
ceived in battle had deprived him of 
the power of speech and the sense of 
hearing. and that he was endeavoring 
to reach the Prince to present letters 
of recommendation and a request for 
permission to return to England on the 
ship with the Printe. No weapons were 
found in his possession. 

The occurrence started a rumor that 
an attempt had been made on the life 
of Prince Henry.

Royalty, all over Europe, has taken 
up the mew fad with more or less ar- 
dor, and royal coaches and royal horses 
stand neglected in the stables, while 
Majesties go whirling. along in horse- 
less carriages.

Emperor ts a motor enthusiast. Any 
one of moderate intelligen¢e would ex- 
pect that. At first glance, the anptor 
car would seem to have been invented 
especially for William II.

While public opinion is unfavorable, 
private opinion, as cultivated in the im- 
perial stables, is violently antagonistic. 

Europe has no other royal coach- 
house and stable installation equal to 
that in Berlin. The Kaiser's love of 
perfect system and rigid etiquette is 
shown here as in everything else per- 
taining to the royal household, 

All the court officials have their spe- 
clal .equipages, and these court car- 
rilages occupy the left side of a huge 
room. There is no fanciful splendor 
displayed. The Kaiser says that he 
likes his carriages uniformed as se- 
verely and punectiliocusly as his sol- 
diers, so the official carriages are in 
deep red with light-gray seats and lin- 
ings finished in white braid. 

Opposite the long row of official car- 
riages are the personal equipages of the 
Emperor and Empress. They are a 
goodly and comprehensive assortment, 
but are a!) in dark blue and silver. 

In another building. under a heavy 
leather covering stands the 
chariot, a gorgeous coach which Was 
used by the Emperor and Empress ‘on 
their marriage day, and wil] not be 
used again, so says the Kaiser, until 
the Prince Impertal marries. 

Under the shadow of the gorgeous 
coach is a funny little Norwegian ve- 
hicle, which is dear to the Kaiser's 
, heart. It is phenomenally light, and 
has but two wheels. The Kaiser used 
to drive about in it, but the spectacle 
was too much for his loyal subjects. 

The Norwegian cart was even more 
' unkaiserlich than the motor car, and

John C. Dotter's Career 
Ends Suddenly. 


— 


Many Years in Business 
in Los Angeles. 


Helped Bury Mountain Meadow 
Victims While on the 


| Way Here. 


| John C. Dotter, vice-president of the 
Los Angeles Furniture Company, died 
last night at 8:30 o'clock, at his resi- 
dence, No. 608 Temple street, death 
being due to apoplexy. 

The end came unexpectedly to the 
physician and family, as Mr. Dotter 
had only been ill since Thursday 
night, and was at no time confined 
to his bed for more than a short 
period. Sunday morning he went to 
the store on Broadway, and yesterday 
morning was entertaining a friend of 
his boyhood. Shortly after that, 
however, a spell of coughing and 
vomiting came on, but even then he 
remained sitting up at his home. 

At 6 o'clock in the evening the doc- 
tor called, and, although the suffer- 
er's condition was considered critical, 
death was entirely unexpected. 

Shortly after 8 o'clock, Mr. Dotter 
commenced to choke, while sitting in 
A chair, and acting on the physician's 
orders, his son, George, and one of his 
daughters attempted to remove him 
to a bed, but he expired while in the 
arms of his children. 

Deceased leaves a widow, who has 
been an invalid for over two years, 
and is now confined with the shock of 


the bereavement; a son, George C., 
who is with the Los Angeles Furniture 
Company, and three aughters—Cor- 


rinne Francis, wife of Prof. Milton 
Carison; Idella and Lottie Dotter. 

John C. Dotter was one of the best- 
known citizens of Los Angeles, and 
had a host of friends, especially among 
the pioneers. He always took a keen 
interest in public questions, though he 
never was an office holder. He was 
largely instrumental among Temple- 
street property owners in getting that 
thoroughfare widened. 

He was born in Lohr, Bavaria, sixty- 
five years ago, and came to America 
when he was 15 years old. He learned 
the hatter’s trade in New York, and 
worked at it for five years; but at 
that time the California gold excite- 


to come West. 

He went to Salt Lake City In 1859, 
and there fell in with a government 
expedition commanded by Maj. Carie- 
ton, who was coming to Los Angeles 
with a large sum for Gen. Fremont’s 
troops. The party stopped at the 
scene of the Mountain Meadow mas- 
sacre, buried the bones of the victims 
that were lying there, and = erected 
stone monuments and a cross. 

He reached Los Angeles in 1859, when 
this town Was a Spanish settlement of 
3000 people. 

After a few months’ visit to San 
Francisco, he started in the furniture 
business in Los Angeles with ©. R. 
Rinaldi, under the firm name of 
Rinaldi & Dotter. Shortly’ afterward 
I. W. Lord, later of Lordsburgh, 
bought into the company, and until 
1878 it was known as Dotter & Lord. 

From then until 1886 the company 
did bysiness under the name of Dotter 
& Bradley, and achieved a wide repu- 
tation for strength and excellent busi- 
ness methods,

Mecting Passaic with Outwater’s Lane 
in Bergen county, went down, carry- 
ing with it six men, whose identity is 
not known, The men were standing on 
the bridge watching the flood when the 
Structure parted in the middie, and 
went down the stream in fragments. 

Numerous cases of sufferjng and dis- 
tress ure reported here. 

It is said that the men are going 
about in boats, robbing houses in the 
Wallington district, where fully 300 
houses have been rendered uninhabit- 
able, The report has aroused great 
indignation. A force of constables is 
out trying to capture the plunderers. 

The damage caused by the flood 
has been very great. The Algonquin 
mill. the Passaic print works, the 
Dundee chemical works, the Penticost 
Millis, Onamillo milis, and all the 
other factories and mills which Une 
the river bank through Passaic are 
heavy losers.

DEATH OF BLIND MILLIONAIRE DRY 
GOODS MERCHANT.

For Many Years He Left Standing an 
Offer of One Million Dollars to Any One 
Whe Could Cure Him of His Affliction. 
Unsuccessful Attempts to Claim Re- 
ward.

NEW YORK, March 3.—{Exclusive 
Dispatch.}] Charles Broadway Rouss, 
the well-known dry goods merchant, 
died at home this morning, after a 
short iliness. He was taken sick on 
Saturday, but no alarm was felt until 
yesterday afternoon, when it was 
found that acute congestion of the 
lungs had set in. He became rapidly 
worse, and expired this morning. His 
son, Peter W. Rouss, and daughter, 
Mrs. Virginia Rouss Lee were at the 
bedside to the end. 

Rouss was born sixty-six years ago 
at Woodsboro, Frederick county, M4. 
The family moved to Winchester, Va., 
when Charles was but ö years old, and 
it had always been his custom to con- 
sider Winchester as his native home. 
At 15 he was working in a general 
store at a salary of $1 a week. The 
fortune he leaves today is estimated at 
close to $3,000,000. For several years 
he made a standing offer of $1,000,000 
reward to any one who could cure him 


of blindness, from which he suffered | 


for many years, but though many 
sought the proffered fortune, none 
succeeded in curing his affliction. Sev- 
eral times in the course of his career 
Rouse was left without a penny, and 
on one of the occasions he was thrown. 
into Ludlow-street jail, where may still 
be deciphered this inscription, which 
he cut into the wall: “When 1 ve 
here I shall become a rich man.” 
This prophecy was fullfilled several 
times over. * 


Gen. Thomas J. Butler. 

PACIFIC GROVE. March 3.—Gen,. 
Thomas J. Butler of Prescott, Ariz. a 
ploneer and prominent politician, died 
here Sunday morning of heart failure. 
He and his wife have been wintering 
here for the benefit of Mrs. Butler's 
health, which is very delicate. 

Gen. Butler came to California 
across the plains in 1849, settling in 
Tehama county, where he engaged in 
mining. Later he removed to Colusa, 
where he was the first County Clerk 
of that county. In 1863 Gov. Stan- 
ford pointed him brigadier-general 
of the Fifth Brigade of California min- 
tle. After having spent several years 
in Idaho, Gen. Butler went to Ari- 
zona, where he Was appointed Terri- 
torial Treasurer by Gov. Hoyt. He 
held that office continuously for ten 
years. President Harrison appointed 
him Receiver of Public Moneys for 
Arizona. About ten years ago he . 
tired from public life. 


Gen. Butler was born in Bedford, 
Ind., in 1826. In 1880 he married Miss 
C. K. Blake of Boston. His brother, 


John D. Butler, resides at Palo Alto, 
and two sisters reside in the . 
Capt. Kober Dead. 

CHICAGO, March 3.— Capt. George C. 
Kober, one of the best-known life-in- 
surance men in Chicago, is dead, aged 
57 years. When the Civil War broke 
out he enlisted in Co. C of Etisworth’s 
Zouaves, one of the first companies 
formed in Chicago. He participated in 
nearly eighty engagements and re- 
ceived several wounds. He also served 
in the Pension rtment at Wash- 
ington, Detroit and in South Dakota, 
and since has been in the insurance 
business in Chicago. 


C. H. Phillips. 


SAN JOSE, March 3.—C. H. Phillips, 
widely known a few years ago as 4 
heavy and successful dealer in real 
estate in Southern California, and espe- 
clally in San Luis Obispo, died sud- 
denly in this city of apoplexy today. 
He was 65 years old and a native of 
Ohio. He leaves a widow and several 
children, one of the latter being the 
wife of H. A. Vachell, a novelist of 
considerable note, now residing in Eng- 
land.

BLUNDERING 
INEFFICIENCY. 


Bad Showing Made by 
War Office. 


They Cried for Horses 
and Got Them Not.

| Generals in Field Had Reason 
to Remember Dilemma of 
King Richard.

LONDON, March 3. [By Atlantic 
Cable.) A Parliamentary paper was 
issueG@ tonight containing dispatches 
and reports regarding the remount de- 
partment in South Africa. The paper 
is consifered the strongest indictment 
of Its own incapacity yet issued by the 
War Office. This paper shows continual 
conflict throughout the war between 
the generals at the front, appealing 
for horses, and the officials of the 
War Office, who were endeavoring to 
limit the number of horses sent out. 

When the war broke out, the re- 
mount department in Cape Colony 
consisted of one officer, fifty men, one 
veterinary officer and 1300 animals, 
and, when the British reverses came, 
A scratch remount establishment was 
hurfiediy gotten together. This proved 
itself utterly incapable of dealing with 
the sudden demands. 

It appears that in August, 1899, Gen, 
Forester-Walker wired home that the 
opinion of experts was adverse to 
mules. Again, in December; after the 
mishaps to Lord Methuen, Gen. Fores- 
ter-Walker suggested that no more 
American mules were wanted. After 
the disasters to Gen. Buller, the gov- 
ernment first began an extensive pur- 
chase of remounts. 

After Paardeburg, Lord Roberts 
wired urgently for remounts, adding: 
“Without mobile forces I can do noth- 
ing in this country.” . 

Again, on Maren 9, 1900, Lord Rob- 
erts repeated his appeal. . 

Lord Lansdowne about this time was 
pressing Lord Roberts to forecast the 
time when the supply of horses could 
be diminished. After Pretoria was 
captured in July, Lord Roberts 
“thought the supply of horses might 
be reduced 20 per cent.” 

He soon revised this miscalculation, 
however, and in August was urging 
the government to send more horses. 
In the meanwhile, Lord Lansdowne 
was equally urging the necessity to 
diminish the demands for animals. 

In November of 1900, Brodrick came 
upon the scene with representations 
of financial necessities, and the sug- 
gestion that, now the harder portion 
of the campaign is over,” the supply 
might be diminished. In March, May, 
June and July and September of 1901, 
Brodrick wanted to diminish the sup- 
ply of horses, Lord Kitchener always 
22 that this was quite impos- 
sible. 
| The Parliamentary paper, then set 
forth complaints from the Rar Office 
of the wastage of horses through the 
inefficiency of the remount department, 
and Brodrick wired in Noyember: “We 
cannot continue indefinitely to send 
from 10,000 to 12,000 remounts a month 
to be used up by column commanders 
in a few days.“ . 

The final dispatch given by the paper 
is dated January 15, 1902. It is from 
Lord Kitchener, and says that the 
number of horses sent is satisfactory. 

e paper refers to the American 
mules as being the best received from 
any source, magnificent workers, and 
kept in condition under the most ad- 
verse circumstances. 

The American horses, the report says, 
varied greatly, but the majority ye e 
excellent. 

In Parliament today, Secretary Brod- 
rick announced that the goverpment 
was still dispatching 13,000 remounts 
monthly. and, according to the Pretoria 
correspondent of the Times. remounts 
are still badly wanted in South Africa. 

MEREDITH PROTESTS.

LONDON, March 4.—In a letter pub- 
lished this morning in the Daily Mail, 
George Meredith, the novelist, protests 
against the shooting of rebels like 
Commandant Kritzginger as impolitic 
because it does not take into account 
the inferior civilization of the Boers. 
Mr. Meredith contends that the Boers 
do not fear death, and are not likely 
to be terrorizéd by such methods, which 
only steel the remainder of their fight- 
ing men to a more desperate resist- 
ance, a spectacle foreboding piteous.

REGULAR SESSION.

WASHINGTON, March 3.—SENATE. 
The Senate today hegan consideration 
of what is popularly krbwn as the 
Shipping Subsidy Bill. The bin was 
read for amendment, and the commit. 
tee amendments, exclusive of phraseol- 
ORY, were agreed to. To the section 
defining such eraft which shall not 
be allowed compensation under the 
bill, paragraph E, was changed to read 
as follows: “A barge, canal boat or 
* proceeding from port to port 
n tow; or a tugboat or a vessel en- 
gaged in wrecking.” 

Mr. Frye of Maine, chairman of the 
Committee on Commerce, opened the 
debate in behalf of the bill. He oc- 
cupied the floor for nearly two hours. 
The policy, of protection, which has 
been applied, he said, to American in. 
dustries with such beneficent gesults,. 
had not been applied to the shipping 
industry. The result of this — short- 
sighted policy had been the decadence 
of the American merchant marine, and 
the consequent humiliation of Amertl- 
cans engaged in the shipping industry. 
He asked who was going to carry the 
$487,000,000 of exports in the event of 
a war between Germany and Great 
Britain? 

“Why,” said he, “the farmers and 
the manufacturers and the wage-earn- 
ers of the United States would pay a 
penalty equal to that paid by either 
of the contending’ parties.” 

Mr. Frye then sought to show that 
this condition of things was caused by 
American wages, which increased the 
cost of our ships for the foreign trade 
at least 25 per cent. He declared that 
of all steamships in the world of 14 
knots and upward, 80 per cent. are 
subsidized by the country whose flags 
they carry. Of 16 knots and upward, he 
said, all bat six in the world are heavy. 
ly subsidized by the countries whose 
flags — oat. The nations paying 
those subsidies, he declared, did so 
for the purpose of extending their 
trade and for nothing else. - 

Mr. Frye declared that free ships, 
for which some Senators were con- 
tending would mean an increase in 
cost of ships of 25 per cent. more than 
they now cost, and would close every 
— . in the United States against 
building any ship for forel trade. 

Mr. Frye said that the enactment 
of the pending bifl would in two years 
increase the expenditure in American 
shipyards $40,000,000... Our mail sub- 
sidies amounted to nearly $3,000,000 a 
year, and would act as an offset to 
the $6,000,000 that would be paid in 
subsidies to American shipping. 

At the conclusion of Mr. Frye's 
statement, Mr. Bacon of Georgia in- 
quired as to the condition of busi- 
ness in American shipyards. Was it 
true that they were full of orders? 

“It is not true,“ replied Mr. Frve. 

In response to an inquiry by Mr. 
Clay of Georgia, Mr. Frye said there 
Wags no law now which required that 
Americans should be employed upon 

The periding bill, he 
said, provided that during the first 
year one-fourth of the crews of Ameri- 
can vessels should be citizens of the 
United States; the second year, one.

FOR WORKING GIRLS.

IT IS FAR AHEAD OF ANYTHING 
7 ELSE OF THE KIND. 
It Provides a Comfortable Home for 
Thirty Women Earning Moderate 
Wages—Co-operative in Its Plan—Be- 


gan in a Flat—Now in Quarters of Its 
own, 


(New York Sun:] Chicago has a 
working women's club, which 1s far 
ahead of anything of the kind in New 
York. In fact, there is nothing of ex- 
actly the sarmpe kind in New York, and 
it is said that there is no equally suc- 
cessful example of coiiperative house- 
keeping for women elsewhere in the 
world. 

The Jane Club is nine years old, but 
it is only within the last three years 
that it has settled down to uninter- 
rupted prosperity, and has been pointed 
out as a model to the universe. It was 
always, to a certain degree, success- 
ful, but there was experimenting’ to be 
done before certain vexed problems, 
social and economic, could be solved: 
and, until a generous and wealthy 
woman came to the front and built a 
house for the purpose, the Jane Club 
could not, for the money it could af- 
— to spend on rent, find ideal quar- 

ers. 

The organization of the club is due, 
like so many other good things, to 
Miss Jane Addams of Hull House. She 
understood how difficult it was for a 
respectable girl, earning moderate 
wages, to find a comfortable and suit- 
able home, that would be free froin 
the slightest suggestion of charity. 

She suggested to a group of seven 
intelligent giris, working at bookbind- 
ing. cloakmaking-and like trades, that 
they should take a small flat together 
and p whether their combined re- 
sources would not furnish them a 
home more comfortable than any they 
could, obtain singly. Te make the ex- 
periment possible, Miss Addams her- 
self furnished fhe flat and paid the first 
month's rent. 

The girls liked the home and tried 
to make the venture pay, but found 
that to put the thing on a paying basis 
the membership must be larger. It was 
easy to find the members, too easy: for 
additional apartments were necessary, 
and finally the club found itself facing 
another problem. It was too large. 
Its bulk made it unmanageabtie. 

Much gray matter was expended 
upon a study of the situation and, at 
last, the leaders decided that thirty, 
no more, no less, was the ideal num- 
ber for home Codperation. Thirty girls 
would furnish enough income to run 
the club. Thirty girls could agree and 
live in harmony. A club of thirty 
giris the Jane Club should be. 

This decision was the cue for the 
fairy godmother. She promptly made 
her entrance upon the scene, but 
Was a most practical, businesslike, up- 
to-date individual. No fooling with 
pumpkins and mice, for her. . 

She was an old and stanch friend 
of Hull House, and had for years given 
a generous sum annually to the Hull 
House day nursery. She wanted to 
make a permanent gift to the nursery, 
and saw in the Jane Ciub an opportu- 
nity to kill two birds with one stone. 
She proposed building a four-story 
and a half house near Hull House, a 
building designed especially to meet 
the needs of the Jane Club. This 
house she would give to Hull House, 
stipulating that it should be rented 
at a rational rate to the Jane Club, and 
that the income derived from it should 
be devoted to the day nursery. 

The house was bullt and thirty girls 

took possession. For $3 a week each 
club member has a home much more 
attractive than that of the average 
city family called well-to-do. 
There are thirty rooms in the house, 
all except four being bedrooms. Eight 
members occupy double rooms. The 
four double rooms were provided for 
the accommodation of sisters or friends 
who might prefer rooming together, 
but all the other bedrooms are single, 
and each is the castle of Ats owner. 

Every room is cheery, well warmed, 
well ventilated, well lighted, simply 
but daintily furnished. The owner may 
ener lise her individual taste in the 
decoration of her room, and is re- 
quired to assume the care of that one 
room. 

The four living-rooms are all very 
bi- and furnished in the best of taste. 
Te floors are of hard wood, as are the 
floors throughout. the house, and there 
is a high wainscoting of Georgia pine, 
above which the walls are finished in 
soft. restful, plain color, forming an 
excellent background for an extraordi- 
nary good collection of pictures and 
casts. 

The windows with the effective 
shapes the broad, picturesque window 
seats, the high, bricked chimneys with 
their broad fireplaces and the narrow 
colonial shelves, the heavy. square- 
paneled doors, the long low shelves for 
pictures and bric-a-brac, the piano, the 
artistic bookcases, the solid comfort- 
able Morris furniture, the wicker 
lounging chairs, the piles of gay cush- 
lons—all these details are such as 
might belong to the home of any wom- 
an of refined tastes, provided she had 
enough money to build a house to suit 


her. 

The library has well-filled book 
shelves. The dining-room, spacious as 
an old-time banqueting hall. is one of 
the most attractive rooms in the house. 
The celling is low and raftered, above 
the high eled wainscoting runs a 
narrow sheif, giving lodging to good 
bits of old blue china, faience and pot - 
tery. 

The tables are heavy and polished. 
A big fireplace takes up much of one 
side wall. There is a piano here, as 
well as in the drawing-room, ane the 
big room affords an excellen place for 
social gatherings. . 

Back of the dining-room is a kitchen 
to delight the heart of any intelligent 
cook, a kitchen fitted with all modern

. washrooms on each floor, and in sum-

mocks, tables and flowers galore. | 

The club. is absolutely independent 
and self-supporting. It has no con- 
nection with Hull House, save as Hull 
House is its landlord and receives its 
rent. Miss Addams is an honorary 
member of the club, and the club 
— love her and value her ad- 
vice. 

The-moral and social atmosphére of 
Hull House must have a certain in- 
fluence upon the tone of the club, be- 
cause of the friendly relations between 
the two establishments, but the Jane 
Club girls want it distinctly under- 
stood that theirs is an independent 


from any philanthropic or settlement 
association. 

The story goes that one day a party 
of slummers on social study intent 
presented themseives at the Jane Club. 
They said they had been through Hull 
House and now they wanted to be 
shown through the club. 

The young woman who had opened 
the door gasped in impotent wrath. 
Then she mildly, but firmly gave her 
opinion of persons who went to private 
homes and demanded as a right that 
they should be shown through those 
homes. The slummers departed, wiser 
and sadder seekers after information. 

Any self-supporting, unmarried 
woman or widow without dependent 
children is eligtble to club member- 
ship, provided she is between the ages 


of 18 and 45 and is of good moral 
character. 
The house is to be upon 


managed 

the cooperative plan, the members 
sharing expenses, losses and benefits 
equally. Three dollars a week is the 
assessment for each member. Any 
special financial crisis will be met by 
extra assessment, but the members say 
that in four years there have been only 
two extra assessments and those very 
small. 

A cook and two maids do the work of 
the house and are eligible to club mei- 
bership after a certain length of sat- 
isfactory service. Fach club member 
takes entire care of her own room and 
pledges herself to give one hour a 
week to the general domestic work of 
the hous®, or pay 25 cents fine. 

The house linen is wash in the 
laundry, but the members must send 
out personal laundry. There are few 
rules, but each member must attend 
the regular club meetings held twice 
each month. Visitors are charged 18 
cents a meal and 15 cents a night. 

The club officers, president, vice- 
president, secretary, treasurer and 
stewardess are chosen for a period of 
gratultously. 
The stewardess who has rather the 
heaviest end of the load, oversees the 
menus and the workings of the kitchen. 

The president and vice-president 
have the oversight of the general 
housekeeping. The three constityte 
a House Committee, meeting once a 
week to discuss house problems, com- 
plaints, etc. 

The meals are simple, but bountiful 
and daintily served. No regular lunch- 
eon is prepared in the house on week 
days, as all of the girls go out for the 
day; but warm dinner is kept for the 
members who have to work until late 
in the evening. 

It would be hard to find a more 
¢heerful and contented crowd of girls 
than that at the Jane Club, and u 
is to be hoped that, in time, New York 
working girls may have clubs founded 
upon the Jane Club model, and run- 
ning as successfully as the model. 


Farm Negroes Flocking to Cities. 


The question of farm labor in Loui- 
siana is becoming very serious. The 
negroes, who have heretofore done all 
the plantation work, are flocking to 
the towns and cities where they can 
get occasional jobs and “(find other 
means of living without having to per- 
form regular work. 

In Louisiana there is no season when 
work on the plantation ceases. There, 
is as much done out of doors in the 
winter as in the summer, and as a con- 
sequence, laborers must reside upon 
the plantation, so that they can per- 
form labor daily, which goes on all 
the year around. This is not the case 
on farms in Northern States, where the 
winter weather puts an, end to all 
agricultural labor for the season. 

The negro, left to his own devices, 
nas found ont that a life of ease, with 
the dotng of occasional spurts of work, 
is more to his taste, and this has 
caused a movement from the farms to 
the towns where the colored people 
herd together and content themselves 
with doing odd jobs. The negro women 
in town go out, with more or less regu- 
larity, to daily service; but they return 
at night to their own quarters, and the 
greatest part of their earnings go to 
support the idle men. The Louisiana 
country papers are complaining of the 
great lack of laborers. Considerable 
numbers of Italians are coming into 
the State direct from their native 
country, and they are said to be in- 
dustrious and reliable.—[New Orleans 
Picayune. 


English Rooks. 

When the English rooks are building 
their nests frequentiy a rookery is dis- 
turbed by big quarrels over the plac- 
ing of those huge bundies of sticks in 
the treetops. The trouble occurs 
mostly with young birds wishing to 
place their nests too near an old nest. 
A council of rooks is called, with the 
result that the disputants’ nests are 
soon scattered to the winds, and the 
claimant and the defendant both have 
to begin a new foundation. Sometimes

ASSISTANT MATRON. 

CARE FOR WOMEN IN JAIL. 

At the urgent request of Chief of 
Police Elton, the Council yesterday 
made provision for an assistant matron 
at the City Jalil. Mrs. L. U. Gray, 
the present matron, has held the post 
for thirteen years, and the work has 
increased to such an extent that it 
has become well nigh impossible for 
one woman to discharge the onerous 
duties. There have been three jail- 
ers, but only one matron, at the jail, 
po she has been on duty all the 
me. 


for all women to the jail, to 
aid the Police Surgeon a attending the 

sick, and - injured, and to act as 
mother to the lost and erring waifs 
that find their way to the city bastile. 
For all these years she has been shut 
up in the damp, dark jail, and it has 


rk has more than doubled in the 
thirteen years, and the need of an as. 
sistant has been keenly felt. 

Last December Chief Elton called 
the attention of oe Council to the 
matter in his re but nothing was 
done about it. Fest esterday he sent an- 
other communication to the City. 
Fathers, in part, as lows: 

“The population of the city has more 
than doubled since the day, thirteen 
years ago, when Mrs. Gray Was ap- 
pointed matron, and the work re- 
quired of her has increased accord- 
ingly. She is frequently compelled to 
be on continuous duty for twenty-four 
hours at a time, and for periods of 
weeks will not have a night of un- 
} broken rest. She lives, from one end 
of the year to another, shut up in the 
jail, in cheerless and unsanitary quar- 
ters, subject to the harassing of 
drunken and dissolute women. Fre. 
quentiy she has the care of insane 
women. All little children brought to 
the station are put in her charge. She 
is called at all hours of the day and 
night to the Receiving Hospital to aid 
in caring for sick and injured women 
and children, and this last-mentioned 
duty alone is more should 
required of one woman, as it compels 
her to witness numberiess cases of 
suffering, and horrible injuries and 
wounds, that try the stoutest nerves. 

“I would not ask the Council to 
incur the additional expense, except 
as a matter of necessity, but I may 
also urge giving assistance to our 
‘matron as a matter of humanity and 
simple justice. Otherwise we are very 
Hable to kill with overwork an old 
and faithful public servant.” 

Pierce of the Finance Committee 
spoke in favor of the employment of 
the assistant matron, and moved that 
the Chief be Instructed to appoint 
one.

OIL STOCK IS 


WHANIT 


WILL FETCH. 


UDGB TRASK literally made law” 
yesterday in the perpetual lawsuit 
waging against Clark & Bryan, who 
are accused by Dr. Spinks of jobbing 
him in a Westlake oll-stock deal. 

In the course of its various meanter- 
ings yesterday the Spinks case bumped 
into a curious question of law pon 
which the courts of California have 
never passed judgment. 

Lawyers consider the decision made, 
by Judge Trask upon this question to 
be of great importance. Counsel for 
Clark & Bryan feel triumphant, for 
they won a victory. 

Counsel for Dr. Spinks claimed the 
right to investigate the books of the 
Westlake Oil Company to determine 
the value of the assets and the prop- 
erty and plant of the oll company. 
They claimed that this was the proper 
method of proving the value of the oil 
stock acquired by Dr. Spinks by trad- 
ing his Grand-avenue property. 

The other side claimed that the value. 
of oll stock is to be determined by the 
market price at the time of the trans- 
action. 

In view of the importance of the 
point of law, all morning and most of 
the afternoon were devoted to long ar- 
guments reeking with law, meta- 
physics, phychology and various other 
ologies. 


JUDGE'S RULING. 

Judge Trask held that the proper 
method of proving stock values is by 
the market price, and not by the value 
of the plant, unless it can be shown 
that the buyer of the stock was innu- 
enced to buy by misrepr Ss as 
to the value of the plant or in case 
there are no sales of stock and no mar- 
ket price, in which last case the value 
of the plant becomes the market value. 
The decision was brought out by an 
objection made by counsel fer Clark & 
Bryan to a question asked of Secretary 
James of the Westlake Oil Company. 
The court sustained the objection and 
1 not allow the matter to de gone 
nto. 
Mr. Jones was shown one of the 
books of the company and asked for a 
summary of the receipts and digburse- 
ments of the company for the period 
in which Dr. Spinks was waiting hope- 
fully for dividends that generally didn’t 
come.

URBITA FIND. 


Shattered Parts of Human Frames 
Were Used in Anatomical Demonstra- 
tions, and Don’t Connect With Missing 
Man—Record-breaking Divorce. 


SAN BERNARDINO, March 3.—Al- 
though it has been established beyond 
reasonable doubt that the bones re- 
cently found buried beneath several 
feet of sand in the cellar of a house 
at Urbita were used by a Dr. Clark 
and wife years ago in lectures on the 
demonstration of anatomy, strenuous 
attempts are still made in some quar- 
ters to make a yellow paper sensation 
of the affair. It was at first asserted 
that the bones were those of a woman, 
but a local paper, having discovered 
that one George R. Bowles is miss- 
ing, now intimates that the bones must 
be those of said Bowles. Mrs. J. I. 
Cahill, a daughter of Bowles, writes 
from her home in San Francisco that 
uh father disappeared in 1893 from San 
Bernardino, af having met a man 
named Clark. She says she never 
heard from him since, and always 
felt that he had been murdered. 

Dr. Nannie C. Clark of No. 740% 
South Hill street, Los Angeles, who, 
with her husband, occupied the house 
on after it was built, writes that 
the bones were used to illustrate 
anatomical lectures. She says, in part: 
“The skull was that of an Indian and 
was found in Indiana, and was pre- 
sented to us by a physician and friend. 
The other skull and bones of an arm, 
as well as I can remember, I had to 
Study while attending college in Chi- 
cago. I got them at Hahnemann Medi- 
cal College. They were in one corner of 
the cellar..

Surely, those journals which write so 
Uppantly about this measure as a com- 
pete settlement of the great problem 
of national Irrigation, have given very 
little attention to the subject. 

As The Times has repeatedly ob- 
served, this idea of allotting the pro- 
ceeds of the sales of arid lands to the 
construction of reservoirs may be all 
right, as a starter, but it is a very 
small start. It would help out accept- 
ably in the cost of making surveys, 
and for that purpose each State and 
Territory might be allowed the amount 
received from sales of lands. But to 
accomplish any work of importance 
and benefit, it is necessary that direct 
appropriations should be made by 
Congress from year to year, as desir- 
ete openings are found, in accordance 
with the recommendation of the Sec- 
retary of the Interior.

Then there 
is the lack of secrecy in the messages. 
Any receiver of suitable construction 
will pick up the message at any point 
within the radius of the waves gen- 
This would manifestly be a 
serious disadvantage for nearly all 
kinds of tclegraphy.

points out some of the difficulties and 
the present limitations of wireless te- 
jegraphy.

Navy Department Begins Work on 
Pearl Harbor — Federal Government 
Asked to Put Honolulu in Good Sani- 
tary Condition—Mme. Bishop Injured. 


(BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.] 

HONOLULU (r. Ho Feb. 4.—{A. F. 
Correspondence. Wired from San Fran- 
cisco, March 3.] The steamships Ala- 
meda and Doric, arriving yesterday 
morning, were both a whole day late 
from San Francisco, and each encoun- 
tered fearful storms en route. On the 
i8th. the Alamedas wheelhouse was 
emashed by the seas, and her steam- 
steering gear was broken. 

The brigantine Tanner arrived on 


much exhausted by the overwork of 
keeping the pumps going. She left 
Port Brakeley for Honolulu, and had to 
put into San Francisco in distress to 
repair her pumps. Then she started 
here, and met the storms that have 
made trouble for other vessels. She 
was twenty-five days between here 
and San Francisco. 

The steamer Margerita, bound for 
Manila from Portiand, put in here for 
coal, after nineteen days at tea. She 
ran agroundg@ff the harbor, but got 
off without being damaged.

Magdalena Mine Acquired With Amer- 
ican Gold—Sonora is Having Mining 
Boom—Copper Strike in Ei Capitan— 
New Companies. 


San Francisco capital has captured 
another choice desert mining property, 
A deal having just been closed for the 
Bob Tail mine in the Mojave mining 
district of Kern county. The property, 
for which northern capitalists are said 
to have paid $27,000, is one of the prom- 
ising prospects. Enough development 
work has been done by the original 
owners and locaters, D. Craighton and 
G. Ropper, to prove its value, and in 
the 200 feet of underground work some 
very rich ore has been taken out.

The Call for a College at Pasadena. 


PASADENA, Feb. 26.—[{To the Edt 
tor of The Times:] Significant is a re- 
cent action of Chicago University to 
abandon coeducation and erect a sep- 
arate college for women: also, that sev- 
eral coeducational colleges have lim-. 
ited the number of young women they 
will receive. California philanthropists 
should notice the trend of things and 
realize that the Golden State will soon 
be more than ever behind the times if 
she continues to lack ‘a college for 
women. Our position. announced four 
years ago in our plea for a college for 
women in Pasadena is already justi- 
fied. But it may be remembered that 
our plea for this college (or one some- 
where.in Southern California.) was on 
a still higher ground—indeed, on several 
higher grounds. One was, and it still 
exists, and President Jordan in his 
speech here on this subject. advocated 
the college mainly for this reason, 
that it would give an opportunity for 
the ideal college for women which ex- 
iste nowhere in the United States. 

The present colleges for women, as 
well as all coeducational! colleges. shape 
their work—all of it—on the basie of 
the proper education for young men, 
the young women to take it or leave 
it, as they choose. Not one of the east- 
ern colleges for women—and they are 
all east of the Alleghanies—hase dared 
to make out a line of studies suited to 
women. The trammels of the old col- 
leges have so far effectually dominated 
the cusricula and have changed only 
as the men’s college work has changed 
by the influence of the times. We hoped 
that this Southern Callfornia college, 
starting clear and free of all tradition, 
would be the first in the world to mark 
out a line of work suitable to women,
